It can 
be assumed, until history proves 
otherwise, that Ho Chi ^fifth's 
North Vietnamese were the di- 
recting force and chief helper in 
jnen anjj supplies for the YJet 
Cong. 


Wpen the Viet Cong, in the 


1950s, began their guerrilla 
to overthrow President Ngo 


Piem's government of 


South Vietnam, they operated 
on q, small scale compared with 
the forces in the field now.

in and was involved for years in 
a war that drove the North Ko» 
reans back to where they had 
started, 


So the Viet Cong and North 


Vietnam would only guess what 
this country might o;o if South 
Vietnam were near total seizure 
by the Reds, Apparently they 
assumed 
the 
United 
States 


would not get involved, U was a 
wrong guess. 


They proceeded slowly in* 


stead of "using their utmost ef* 
fort to take over South Vietnam 
fast before the United States, 
which had been building up Us 
forces on a tiny scale, could 
make up its mind about inter* 
veninf.
